SUNDAY SERVICE. 


The Fourth Lecture Delivered by . 
Chace Sanday Zvening.; 


Port trees Crowded Last Sunday vent 
Science and the Bidie 
Compared. 


Last Sunday evening the Rev. E. 8. 
Chase delivered his fourth lecture on the 
Evidences of Christianity in the Nineteenth 
Century. Thesubject of science and the 
Bible was taken up and after a very,care- 
ful and concise analysis of the preceding 
discourses, Mr. Chase supplemented his 
discourse by the remark that after 1800 
years of Christianity in the world, it was 
the position of the advocate of the Bible to 
stand like an ancient warrior and simply 
ward off the arrows of the enemy. The 
speaker remarked that the present arrows 
bore the name of Progress, and that the 
proposition was an error. That Christi- 
anity was behind the age. That while 
progress in the scientific world was mak- 
ing rapid strides Christianity was at a 
standstill and hence defective: - 

The speaker answered the proposition: 
Ist. That Christianity being a Divide in- 
stitution could not admit of a change; and 
24. That being Divine it needs no change, 


but is so constructed as to anticipate the 
change of society, and meet the necessities 
arising from those changes. Mr. Chase 
next showed the-harmony between the 
Bible and science, by thé remark that sci- 
ence was indeed as immutable as the 
Bible—that while men’s interpretations 
of science is constantly changing, science 
itself was God-given and unchangeable. 
The 7 illustrated thig proposition 
very clearly by referring to the sciences of 
astronomy, medicine, anatomy, etc. 

Mr. Chase devoted the greater part of 
his discourse to explaining the apparent 

DISCRAPENCIES 


between science and the Bible, and re- 
marked that when a fact in science ap- 
ared to be in contradiction to the Bible, 
t was evident that the latter was misin- 
terpreted, and remarked that when some 
ears ago it was discovered that this earth 
had existed for an indefinite — riod, many 
good people were in trouble, believing the 
Bible instruction to be that the earth was 
ted from nothing but 6,000 years ago, 
and remarked that the Bible nowhere 
taught that idea, but that it did give us 
that sublime passage: 


7 the beginning God created the heavens 
and the earth.“ 


Thus breaking the silence of a past 
eternity—denied Atheism by teaching the 
existence of a God; denied Materialism by 
that God created matter and de- 
nied Pantheism by teaching that God 
existed before matter, and further re- 
marked that science also taught that 
about 6,000 years ago the earth assumed 
its present strata—the home of man. 
Mr. Chase next proceeded in a very 
telling manner to illustrate the fact that 


Was far in advance of men’s in terpreta- 
tions of science—by showing from the 
Scriptures various declarations concern- 
ing astronomical facts given centuries be- 
fore such facts were understood. in the 
scientific world, and that in no instance 
was @ fact of seience as given by revela- 
tion shown to be false. e speaker next 
gave a few sharp points in answer to Inger- 
soll’s ideas, and exhorted the people to 
stand by and heartily embrace the Book 
which was the only given guide for 
our conduct, and the only exponent of the 
heavenly world. The discourse, though 
somewhat metapbisical, was listend to with

THE GAS COMPANY'S CLAIM. 


Shall the City Pay the pin Regard- 
less of Law? 


The editorial columns of a number of 


- 


| the newspapers of this city having been 


used to prepare public opinion so that it 
would not remonstrate against, if not up- 
hold, the payment of the illegal claim of 
the Gas Company for lighting the streets, 

the account was presented to the OCouneil 
at its last meeting and payment demanded. 

What action the Council may finally take 
on this matter remains to be seen. The 
Supreme Court has decided that the city 


is not under any legal te ace So to pay 
the claim of the Gas Company; that ba 
contract purporting to bind t t o city 
not authorized by law; and — 
now arises, will the Council attempt to 
make the city Ir 5 this claim. The ex- 
President of the Council, in a communi- 
cation to the Express, recommends its 
payment. It is not strange that this ad- 
vice should be given, considering that he 
was one of those eight members of the 
Council whose knowledge of law and of 
the provisions of the City Charter enabled 
them to slight the legal opinion of the 
City Attorney and to assume the tion 
that they constituted the city of An- 
geles and could bind the city to a contract 
which deprived it for the space of two 
years from having the streets lighted in 
* better manner and at less cost. 
he supreme law of California, a law 
enacted by the people in the exercise of 
their sovereign rights, declares: ‘‘ The 
Legislature shall have no power to grant 
or authorize any county or municipal an- 
thority to grant any extra compensation 
or allowance to any public officer, agent, 
servant or contractor, after service has 
been rendered or a contract has been en- 
tered into and performed in-whole or in

greater than what can be exercised by the 
body which conferred upon the city ot Los 
Angeles all the powers with which it is 
invested.
